EMERGENCY LAWS 
TO AID FARMERS 


Washington, Nov. 30.- Fearful lest 
the panic into which farmers have 
been thrown by falling pries1* will 
disrupt the whole agricultural indus­ 
try and bring about a national food 
shortage, members of Congress from 
the farm states will hold a bi-parti­ 
san conference the latter part of this 
week and try to agree upon a program 
of emergency legislation to be pass­ 
ed at the December session, beginning 
next Monday. 
A joint meeting will be held Thurs­ 
day of the Senate and House Agricul­ 
ture committees. 
The joint session 
was asked for today by the Senate 
committee, which held a special ses­ 
sion to consider the question of relief. 
Members just returned from 
the 
Western states declare that not in 25 
years has there been such a feeling 
of unrest and even anger on the part 
of the farmers. 
Their resentment is 
Indng daily increased, it is said, thru 
the fact that the losses they 
are 
suffering in their cattle, 
hogs and 
grain, raised at peak costs and now 
being sold at ruinous prices, are not 
being reflected in any commensurate 
reduction in the prices of things that 
the farmers have to buy. 
One of the 
big factors in the discontent, mem­ 
bers say, is the tight credit situation 
growing out of the 
bankruptcy of 
Europe and the refusal of the Treas­ 
ury Department and the Federal Re­ 
serve Hoard to extend extraordinary 
accommodation to the farmer to tide 
him over the crisis. 
It looks as if there will be a “show­ 
down** between Congress on the ore 
hand anil Secretary Houston and Gov. 
Harding of the Reserve Board on the 
other. 
These officials maintain that 
th * Treasury is not attempting 
to 
force deflations and that 
a> 
much 
credit is available today as a year ago 
for commercial purposes and for the 
farmer. 
Both are Opposed to 
fhe 
extension of credits to Kurope. such 
as members of Congress insist should 
be granted in order to build up a m ar­ 
ket for American farm surpluses. 
Numerous stones are being told by 
Congressmen to illustrate the plight 
in which the farmer finds himself. 
One farmer wrote of taking a load of 
28 bushels of corn and a hide to m ar­ 
ket. 
He got $7.50 for the corn and $2 
for the hide, and then had to pay $10 
for a pair of shoes for his wife, or 50c 
more than he received for his wagon 
load of corn and the hide, which would 
furnish leather for several pairs of 
shoes. 
A few months ago a bushed of corn 
would buy four or live gallons of 
gasoline for a farm er’s “flivver” 
or 
tractor. 
Today the same bushel will 
buy only a little over a gallon. 
According to Senator Capper 
of 
Kansas the unsettled conditions 
on 
the farms of that State have resulted 
in a decline in the number of hogs 
from 3,000,000 to 600,000 in less than 
two years. 
Similar decreases, it is 
said, have been shown in other states, 
and some members predicted that 
unless credit should be found for the 
farmers to permit them to stock up 
on hogs and cattle to feed on the pres­ 
ent low-priced corn, the country would 
face a meat famine a few years hence. 
From one state conies a report that 
the farmers, discouraged over their 
losses, and trying to realize what they 
could, were slaughtering three times 
the customary number of calves for 
veal. 
Such a condition, it was pointed 
out, portends trouble in the cattle in­ 
dustry. 
‘ 
Illustrating the tightness of credit, 
a member related that a farmer in 
his' locality with 160 acres of land 
was unable to renew a $b> note at 
his bank. 
Senator Capper asserted that the 
consumer was getting no appieciable 
benefit from the heavy losses pocket­ 
ed by the farmer. 
He said that the 
drop in the price of wheat and Hour 
fcUd been such as to warrant a 25 ]>» i 
•cent reduction in the price of bakers’ 
bread, yet In few cities had there been 
any decrease whatever. 
There appears to be 
agreement 
among Senators from the West that 
the War Finance Corporation should 
be revived, and extraordinary credits 
provided by the Government for the 
sale of farm products in Europe. 
“ It isn’t a question of working out 
a permanent policy now,” Senator 
('upper said. 
“ It is a question 
of 
getting emergency 
legislation 
ar.d 
getting it quick for the farmers are 
facing nothing short of ruinous prices 
now and yet the whole result of the 
Treasury policy is to force them to 
unload and still further depress the 
markets. 
Here in Washington they 
apparently are blind to what is going 
on out west. 
Their present attitude 
is not understandable otherwise. 
If 
some of the Treasury heads only went 
out West and talked with the farm ­ 
ers they .would have a different view- 
piont.” 
This sentiment was echoed by oth­ 
er Senators. 
Senator Hitchcock 
of 
Nebraska, Democrat, who has been 
one of the leaders in the treaty fight, 
said that as far as he was concerned 
the peace treat) would have to be rel­ 


egated to the background while Con­ 
gress centered on some 
emergency 
program to meet the farm crisis. He 
emphasized that there was no parti­ 
sanship in the movement and 
Re­ 
publicans and Democrats stood 
to­ 
gether. 
“There is not any question that 
the farmers are facing the most dif­ 
ficult situation in the history of farm ­ 
ing.” Senator Hitchcock said. 
“The 
farmers represent our most 
impor­ 
tant industry, yet they are having to 
accept far less for their crops than 
they cost to produce. 
Unless some 
way can be found of giving relief the 
crisis will have a far-reaching effect 
for years to come on American agri­ 
culture.” 
Senator Hitchcoock is working with 
Senator Cummins of Iowa on a bill 
to put Government capital into the 
Federal farm land banks and have 
them act as the rediscounting agency 
for farm paper from 
the 
country 
banks, just as the Federal Reserve 
system takes care of business. 
Senator Kellogg of Minnesota, with 
other Senators, is working on a bill 
making it mandatory 
for the War 
Finance Corporation to be 
revived 
and providing for general extension 
of Government credit to finance sales 
of farm produce to Europe. 
Senator Curtis of Kansas is work­ 
ing on a measure to restore a high 
tariff duty on wheat to stop the in­ 
flux of Canadian grain.

Berlin, Nov. 
30.—“ Money is 
no 
bject to the Bbert republic when it 
comes to spending it for the ‘Sociali­ 
zation of Wilhelm,’ and thereby for 
its own existence,” is the ironic com­ 
ment of the Rote Fahne on the Gov­ 
ernment admission that more than 
I>2,000,000 marks (nominally $10,400,- 
000) have been sent to the former 
Kaiser for his support since the revo- 
ution. 
The Communist organ's 
editorial 
mathematician further 
figures 
that 
this outlay has involved an unem­ 
ployment wage of 72,222 marks daily, 
or on a basis of an eight-hour mately 
•000 marks. 
Thus Wilhelm has been 
receiving per hour for doing nothing 
as much as a blind war cripple, with a 
impendent wife and three children can 
get in an entire year. 
Wilhelm’s “divine right” is 
thus 
eckoned as bringing him an unem­ 
ployment income of more than 7000 
times as much as the ordinary mortal 
can hope to get—“and the ordinary 
man has to fetch it himself.” adds 
h«- revolutionary critics. 
Not only the proletariat but

A joint meeting will be held T hurs­ 
day of the Senate and House A gricul­ 
ture committees. 
Th 
joint 
session 
was asked for today by the Senate 
committee, which held a special ses­ 
sion to consider the question of relief. 
Members just returned from 
the 
W estern states declare that not in 25 
years has there been such a feeling 
of unreal and even anger on the part 
of the farm ers. 
Their resentm ent is 
l**ing daily increased, it is said, thru 
the fact 
that the losses they 
are 
suffering in their cattle, 
hogs and 
grain, raised at peak costs and now 
living sold at ruinous prices, are not 
being reflected in any com m ensurate 
reduction in the prices of things that 
the farm ers have to buy. 
One of the 
big factors in the discontent, m em ­ 
bers say, is the tight credit situation 
growing out of the 
bankruptcy of 
Europe and the refusal of the T reas­ 
ury D epartm ent and the Federal Re­ 
serve Hoard to extend extraordinary 
accommodation to the farm er to tide 
him over the crisis. 
It looks as if there will be a “show­ 
down” between Congress on the one 
hand and Secretary Houston and (iov. 
H arding of the Reserve Hoard on the 
other. 
Th esc officials m aintain that 
th * T reasury is not attem pting 
to 
force deflations and that 
as 
much 
credit is available today as a year ago 
for commercial purposes and for the 
farm er. 
Hoth are opposed to 
*he 
extension of credits to Rurope. such 
as m embers of Congress insist should 
be granted in order to build up a m ar­ 
ket for American farm surpluses. 
Num erous stories are being told by 
Congressmen to illustrate the plight 
in which the farm er finds himself. 
One farm er wrote of taking a load of 
25 bushels of corn and a hide to m a r­ 
ket. 
He got $7.50 for the corn and $2 
for the hide, and then had to pay $10 
for a pair of shoes for his wife, or 50c 
more than he received for his wagon 
loud of corn and the hide, which would 
furnish leather for several pairs of 
shoes. 
A few months ago a bushel of corn 
would buy four or five gallons of 
gasoline for a farm er’s “ flivver” 
or

bject to the Ebert republic when it 
comes to spending it for the ‘Sociali­ 
zation of Wilhelm,’ and thereby for 
its own existence,” is the ironic com ­ 
m ent of the Rote Fahne on the Gov­ 
ernm ent admission 
that more 
than 
52,000,000 m arks (nominally $10,400,- 
000) 
have been sent to the form er 
K aiser for his support since the revo- 
ution. 
The Communist o rg an ’s 
editorial 
m athem atician further 
figures 
that 
this outlay 
has involved an unem ­ 
ployment wage of 72,222 marks daiiy, 
or on a basis of an eight-hour mately 
f**000 marks. 
Thus Wilhelm has been 
^receiving per hour fo r doing nothir.g 
as much as a blind war cripple, with a 
dependent wife and three children can 
get in an entire year. 
W ilhelm’s “divine rig h t” is 
thus 
eckoned as bringing him an unem ­ 
ployment income of more than 7000 
times as much as the ordinary mortal 
can hope to g et—“and the ordinary 
man has to fetch it himself,” adds 
he revolutionary critics. 
Not only the proletariat but 
the 
impoverished middle classes and the 
esser rich are beginning to take in­ 
terest in the former K aiser’s finan­ 
cial affairs, as the tax screw tightens 
in Germany.

the ex-ruler may

worth personally, or as the head of 
the house of Hohenzollern cannot be 
estim ated even approxim ately 
until 
afte r the final settlem ents between 
the ex-crown and the Prussian state, 
for which negotiations are now

Kaiser is paying duties tax on an in­ 
come assessed by the Dutch authori­ 
ties at 1,500,000 Dutch gulden,

prisoner, but escaped and made his 
w ay to California. 
From there, 
in 
1867, he 
published 
his 
"Jum ping 
F ro g of Calaveras." Next he tra v ­ 
eled in Europe and the Holy (¿and, and 
in 1860, as a result of his journey,

world 
his 
"Innocents 
Abroad", "Roughing It”, "The Gilded 
Age," “ Old Times on the M ississippi’, 
The A dventure of Tom Saw yer,” “ A

It may have been his own fault.

may have been too “ fair" with his 
patrons and not fair enough with him ­ 
self. 
He that as it may, within the 
last several months he has been given 
stern object lessons in business eco­ 
nomics. and as a class has become 
convinced that he is entitled to
